DISARMAMENT 

The British effort to get the 
Disarmament Conference’ down 
to practicalities, by evolving a 
definite scheme in which all na- 
tions shall participate, has re- 
sulted in the tabling of what 
must be described as a bold and 
sweeping scheme. -How far it 
will succeed depends largely on 


4 the spiritin which its provisions’ 


are received by the nations mast 
affected. It is certainly a clear- 
cut contribution towards 2 gen- 
eral agreement. The naval po- 
sition is left largely where it is, 
excepting that an effort is to be 
made to bring France and Italv 
within the provisions of the lon-. 
don Treaty, while Germany is 
to.the freed from the naval pro- 
visions of the Versailles Treaty 
after 1936. It is when we come 
to air and Jand forces that the 
full extent of the British’ pro- 
‘posals is seen. To take air 
forces first, it will be recalled 
that in December last, Britain 
suggested an immediate reduc- 
tion to the Ievel of the United 
Kingdom (1,434 machines), and 
thereafter an immediate’ cut of 
383 per cent. on the forces thus 
reduced, including the British. 
The scheme now put forward, by 
‘which the machines of the Iead- 


jing Powers would be. brought
